aristocrats who whirled by in their gor- 
geous equipages. The corn snpplv had 
failed and the improvident Parisians, al- 
ready ground to the earth by the oppres- 
sions of the nobility, were the fust to 
suffer from toe scarcity. They sent dep- 
utations to the king to pray for relief 
from the guawing pangs of hunger. 
Trade was tottering and the pristine 
L'lory of France seemed likely to liu over- 
whelmed ou the rock toward which the 
corrupt nobility hud driven the ship of 
state. Little was done to relieve the 
famine and the moans of the huogrv 
ones broke out into a aullen roar ttia't 
boded no good to the throne of the 
(lapete. The echo of that terrible cry 
reached the palace at Versailles where 
Marie Antoinette, the beautiful wife of 
Louis XVI., held her court. 
When she 


heard ihe threatening voicea of her suf- 
fering Eubjeuts, fine asked what they 
wanted.

With resistless fury i

;ed purges, nursing iis wrath at ever 
step till, at laat, escaping from ita prisoi 
walls, it bursts in a mighty flood throng) 
Us lower gateway, and leaps in liberty 
and gladness upon the level plain, scat 
taring afar, to the ri^ht and left, like 
abandoned toys of childhood, the ehat 
tered remnants of the forests which i 
has torn from tho mountain sides.

Bank Held Some of His Money for a

perience with W. F. Baird,'manager of 
the Bauk of Madera, who was recently 
arrested, and that experience was eo pe- 
culiar that he deemed it his duty to call 
tbe attention of the bank commissioners 
to tbe irregularity. Tlie cose ia this: On 
January 23,1890, Otis Perriti, now regis- 
ter of the Stockton land office, Riive to 
L. O. Sharp an option of thirty days on a 
tract of Ifli d iitar Maderaowned by him, 
tbe price being $2-100. Before flie expi- 
ration of the option Mr. Sharp wrote to 
Mr. Perrin to send the deed to the Bank 
of Madera to bo delivered to tbe pur- 
chaser when the $2400 was raid. The 
deed was mailed at Stockton on February 
3, and on February 27 Sharp wrote Mr. 
Perrin that he had paid in a check which 
would ba sent to him the next rlav. 


Mr. Perrin waited until March '•• and 


the check not coming ho wrote to tho 
bank to ask the reason. An answer 
came under date of March 4 Gay ing that 
tbe cashier waa absent nnd the matter 
wonld be attended to on his return. 
Twenty days later came a letter from tho 
bank saying that if the draft had not 
been received by Mr. Perrin an indem- 
nity bond would bo sent him to be 
signed, on receipt of which another draft 
would be fesmed. The writer aaid tbe 
letter containing it must have cooe astray 
in the maila, acknowledged that Sharp 
had paid the money and assured Mr. 
Perrin that be should have his moiiey. 


On February 25 Mr. Perrin wrote to 
be bank to forward tbe bond, and also 
wrote to Mr. Sharp to look into the mat- 
ter. Mr. Perrin received a letter dated 
February 23, but bearing the post mark 
of Febraary 30, and signed "W. F. Bairrt.
